SAIGON (AP)~ Thousands of 
helicopter-borne U. S. air cav- 
alrymen are l e a p f r o g g i n g 
through the Viet Cong's War 
Zone C, pursuing an estimated 
7,500 troops of two North Viet- 
namese 
divisions, 
military 


spokesmen said today. 
The 
air 
cavalrymen were 


chasing the enemy's 1st and 7th 
divisions, which are believed to 
have pulled back into the jun- 
gles of northern Tay Ninh pro- 
vince near the Cambodian bor- 
der after eluding a 10,000-man 
American sweep called Opera- 
tion Atlas Wedge. 
Atlas Wedge was conducted in 
the Michelin rubber plantations 
in the southern half of Tay Ninh 
province, 45 miles northwest 
of Saigon. The new drive is cal- 
led Montana Scout after the na- 
tive state of the 1st Air Cav's 
commander, Maj. Gen. George 
I. Forsythe. Spokesmen said 
it is about half the size of At - 
las Wedge. 
The new sweep was preceded 
by massive B52 bombing raids. 
Thirty of the bombers dumped 
nearly 1,000 tons of explosives 
on War Zone C in the past 24 
hours, spokesmen said. 
"It looks like they also are re- 
ceiving replacements. But they 
are farther away from Saigon 
now." 
Battalions of air cavalrymen 


who have been operating around 
Saigon have been moved north 
to join the hunt for the North 
Vietnamese. They have built 
new artillery bases and are fan - _ 
ning out in follow-up sweeps 
after B52 strikes. 
The only significant action re- 
ported so far occurred last 
Saturday, when North Vietna- 
mese 1st Division troops at- 
tacked air cavalrymen building 
one of the new bases. Nine 
Americans were killed, 25 were 
wounded and the bodies of 35 
North Vietnamese were found. 


Military analysts said the re- 


treat of the two North Viet- 


namese divisions intoWarZone 
C was part of a general with- 
drawal forced on the foe by 
heavy losses suffered in his 
five-week-old 
offensive. The 


Viet Cong's 9th Division, which 
is supposed to spearhead any at - 
tack on Saigon, also is reported 
in Tay Ninh province. 


Allied officers estimate more 


than 20,000 North Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong troops have 


been killed since the offensive 
began Feb. 23, at least 6,000 
of them in the 
3rd Military 


Corps 
area 
extending from 


Cambodia through Saigon to the 
South Cina Sea. 


About 1,400 Americans have 


been killed, 150 wounded in the 
same period, according to unof- 
ficial figures. 
The American toll for last 
week is expected to be higher 
than 200.

78-year-old 
fallen President 
in a solemn state funeral. 
“The Lord gave and the Lord 
hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord,” intoned the 
Very Rev. Francis B. Sayre 
Jr., dean of the cathedral and 
grandson of another president, 
Woodrow Wilson. 
The presidential widow, Ma­ 
mie Doud Eisenhower, veiled 
in black, held onto the arm of 
her son John during the services 
and wept 
quietly 
at the last 
hymn: “ Onward, Christian Sol­ 
diers.” 
In the front row sat the tall, 
frowning figure of Charles de 
Gaulle, President of France, 
comrade in arms of Eisenhower 
and now, at 78, among the last 
of the allied leaders of that 
brutal war. 
Lyndon B. Johnson, one of the 
nation’s two surviving ex-Pres­ 
idents, returned to Washington 
for the first time for the funer­ 
al, exactly one year to the very 
day after his historic announce­ 
ment that he would not run again. 
But 
missing 
from the 2,100 
mourners was Milton S. Eisen­ 
hower, 68, youngest brother of 
the late President. Dr. Eisen­ 
hower, who collapsed with fa­ 
tigue before the funeral, was 
considered in satisfactory con­ 
dition today. 


He 
remained 
overnight at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital, the 
same hospital where his brother 
died last Friday after an epic 
battle against seven heart at­ 
tacks 
and, finally, congestive 
heart failure. 
From the towering 
Gothic 
cathedral, the body was borne 
by hearse to the train station in 
sight of the majestic dome of 
the U. S. Capitol, where Eisen­ 
hower had lain in state for the 
last day. 
A 21-gun salute at dusk, the 
measured cadence of military 
footsteps, 
a hush amid the 
mourners, accompanied 
the 
simple soldier’s casket to its 
black catafalque in the baggage 
car.

SAIGON (AP)— Thousand» of 
helicopter-borne U. S. air cav­ 
alrymen are leap fro g g in g 
through the Viet Cong’s War 
Zone C, pursuing an estimated 
7,500 troops of two North Viet­ 
namese 
divisions, 
military 
spokesmen said today. 
The 
air cavalrymen were 
chasing the enemy's 1st anc!7th 
divisions, which are believed to 
have pulled back into the jun­ 
gles of northern Tay Nlnh pro­ 
vince near the Cambodian bor­ 
der after eluding a 10,000-man 
American sweep called Opera­ 
tion Atlas Wedge. 
Atlas Wedge was conducted in 
the Mlchelln rubber plantations 
in the southern half of Tay Ninh 
province, 45 miles northwest 
of Saigon, The new drive is cal­ 
led Montana Scout after the na­ 
tive state of the 1st Air Cav’s 
commander, Maj. Gen. George 
I. Forsythe. Spokesmen said 
it is about half the size of At - 
las Wedge. 
The new sweep was preceded 
by massive B52 bombing raids. 
Thirty of the bombers dumped 
nearly 1,000 tons of explosives 
on War Zone C in the past 24 
hours, spokesmen said. 
“ It looks like they also are re ­ 
ceiving replacements. But they 
are farther away from Saigon 
now.” 
Battalions of air cavalrymen 
who have been operating around 
Saigon have been moved north 
to join the hunt for the North 
Vietnamese. They have built 
new artillery bases and are fan­ 
ning out in follow-up sweeps 
after B52 strikes. 
The only significant action re ­ 
ported so far occurred last 
Saturday, when North Vietna­ 
mese 1st Division troops a t­ 
tacked air cavalrymen building 
one of the new bases. Nine 
Americans were killed, 25 were 
wounded and the bodies of 35 
North Vietnamese were found. 
Military analysts said the re ­

C Was part of a general with­ 
drawal forced on the foe by 
heavy losses suffered in his 
five-week-old 
offensive. The 


Viet Cong’s 9th Division, which 
is supposed to spearhead any at­ 
tack on Saigon, also is reported 
in Tay Nlnh province. 


Allied officers estimate more 
than 20,000 North Vietnamese

been killed since the offensive 
began F fb. 83, at least 6,000 
of them in the

extending from 
Cambodia through Saigon to the 
South Clna Sea. 
About 1,400 Americans have 
been killed, 150 wounded in the 
same period, according to unof­ 
ficial figures. 
The American toll for last 
week is expected to be higher 
than 200.

General Eisenhower, revisiting the scene of the Normandy 


invasion and graves of fallen American soldiers, declared with 
sincere emotion; "This must never happen again." But today as the 
train carries his body to its last resting place on the Kansas plain 
American soldiers are still dying on foreign soil, and the end is 
nowhere in sight. 


It must be plain to everyone by now that it is going to take 


something more than the sacrifices on Omaha Beach and the slopes 
of Iwo Jima, and of Chateau Thierry and the Argonne before that, 
and of Pork Chop Hill and the A Shau Valley since to make surf 
that "this will never happen again." 


Very likely we can never be sure. But the question we must 


ask ourselves is: "Are we doing everything we can to head off 
its happening again?" Are we searching for new ways to peace? 
Or are we following in the olc ruts? Are those of us who are not 
slogging through the sniper-infested Vietnam jungle doing more 
than hoping for a quick victory there ? 


Victory in Vietnam is not even a promise of temporary peace. 


The armies which General Eisenhower commanded on the sweep 
from the Normandy beaches to the Rhine, the Main and the Oder 
gained as complete a victory as could have been hoped for. But 
that has not meant that we can relax and turn our thoughts to 
peace alone. 


Korea and Vietnam and the threat in the Middle East have 


made it plain that massive armaments and possession of the hydro- 
gen bomb have not enabled us to awe the World to peace. In this 
explosive world, we would be more than foolhardy to be without 
them. When all else fails we can turn to them as we did in Hitler's 
day. But that is always at the risk of tremendous sacrifice. 


If long before that day we could have strong machinery of 


peace set up it might be different. That is not an easy matter, 
as the long-dead League of Nations and the largely ineffective 
United Nations make plain. But that is the only approach that has 
brought order in the lesser affairs of men. It seems to offer the 
only chance.

WASHINGTON — The words of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower which 
will longest be remembered 
undoubtedly will be his Jan. 
17, 1961 warning to the Amer- 
ican people to be wary of a 
military-industrial alliance. 
How true his words were can 


be ascertained from a review 
of the facts, most of them hith- 
erto unknown, regarding the 
anti-ballistic 
missile system 


and how it was first okayed 
by the White House. 


It first 
got the green light 


from President Johnson in 1967 
when he had received rosy intel- 
ligence reports about an early 
end of the war in Vietnam and 
began looking ahead to the post- 
war problems that would follow 
dismantling the Vietnam war 
machine. His advisers warned 
that 
the weapons industry 


couldn't be permitted to slow 
down too abruptly without en- 
dangering our military -indus- 
trial base. 


This was Johnson's frame of 
mind when the Pentagon began 
making its strongest push for 
the ABM system. The generals 
brought him pictorial evidence 
that the Russians were going a- 
head with ABM construction, 
argued that the United States 
must keep pace. Congressmen 
whose 
constituencies would 


benefit from ABM contracts 
added to the pressure. 
The anticipation of a postwar 
slump was a big factor in sway- 
ing the President. He felt that 
the ABM system, which would 
bring new business to as many 
as 3,000 firms, would take up the 
expected economic slack in the 
vital electronic-missile indus- 
try. 


He was mindful too that 1968 


was a political year and that a 
favorable decision might also 
bring in some campaign contri- 
butions from grateful contract- 
ors. 


LBJ announced the ABM pro- 
gram in his January 1968 bud- 
get message. A few says later, 
the Tet offensive shattered opti- 
mism over an early, triumph- - 
ant mop-up of the Vietnam fight- 
ing. 


CHANGING THE EXCUSES 
From the first, the advocates 


had trouble justifying the ABM 
system. First, they claimed a 
"thin 
line" of 
anti-ballistic 


missiles was needed to defend 
the country against an irration- 
al attack from Communist Chi- 
na. They began construction, 
however, on a site in Massach- 
usetts, a state located in a cor- 
ner of the USA least threaten- 
ed by the Red Chinese. 


The ABM advocates, hastily 


backpedaling, 
next explained 


that the sites were necessary 
to protect our cities not only 
from the Chinese but from the 
Russians. While acknowledging 
that a "thin line" could not 
stop a missile bombardment 
from 
the Soviet Union, they 


suggested it could knock down 
misfired missiles that might 
accidentally drop upon a city. 
There was an outcry from the 
cities, however, whose resi- 
dents 
seemed more concern- 


ed that an ABM missile might 
backfire than that a Soviet mis- 
sile would misfire. They fear- 
ed that the short-range Sprint 
missiles, in particular, would 
intercept 
incoming warheads 


too close to the cities and con- 
tribute 
to the destruction they 


were supposed to prevent. 


Once again, the advocates 


abruptly backpedaled and start - 
ed back around the mulberry 
bush. Now, they said, the ABM 
sites were needed not to pro- 
tect population centers but to 


defend the unpopulated areas 
where our Minuteman missile 
silos are located.

Ills defense onions. He then 
wanted to know why we should 
go to the expense of building 
Spartan and Spring missiles 
to knock down enemy warheads 
if the purpose was merely to

Minuteman intercon- 


tinental missiles for later laun- 
ching. Why not fire the Minute- 
men as soon as the enemy on- 
slaught is detected, rather than 
fire intermediary missiles so 
that the Minutemen could be 
launched later ?There was more 
hemming and hawing. 


But the $64,000 question is 


whether the ABM system is 
really needed for defense or as 
a sop to the military-indus- 
trial complex whose appetite 
for defense dollars is never 
stated. Already, 22,000 of the 
nation's largest manufactur- 
ers are major defense con- 
tractors. 
Another 
100,000 


firms contribute through sub- 
contracts to the nation's weap - 
nry. Together, they employ 10 
per cent of the nation's work 
force. 
This comprises a lobby which 


wields tremendous political po- 
wer, particularly in the con- 
gressional districts where the 
defense plants are located. Even 
the most economy-minded Con- 
gressmen are seldom against 
federal spending in their own 
constituencies. 
They should remember, how- 
ever, Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
last words as President: 


"This conjunction of an im- 


mense military establishment 
and a large arms industry is 
new in American experience. 
(Its) total influence, economic, 
political, even spiritual, is felt 
in every city, statehouse, every 
office in the federal govern- 
ment."

NOTHING EXCEPTIONAL 


NEW YORK — "More drugs, 
less violence; less drugs, more 
violence; that's about the size 
of it!" 
The fairly hair-raising equa- 
tion was quietly offered by one 
of this city's most humanely 
wise school 
superintendents, 


Elliott Shapiro. It was, in fact, 
his explanation of the relative 
calm at Hughes High School, in 
Lower Manhattan, where more 
than 
40% of students have 


reached 
the stage of heroin 


use, or at least of heroin ex- 
periments. 
The terrifying increase in hard 
drug 
use 
in the New York 


schools (which merely predict 
the future in other big-city 
schools) is in truth only one 
side of the medal. The medal's 
other side is the steady in- 
crease of violence, born of 
racial tension. The violence is 
rather clearly stimulated and 
even orchestrated by external 
organizations like the Students 
for a Democratic Society and 
the Maoist-leaning Afro-Amer- 
ican Teachers' Assn. 
Here, a good case in point is 
Franklin K. Lane High School 
on the Brooklyn-Queens bord- 
er. Lane's huge and handsome 
building is the focal point of 
a white middle-class neighbor- 
hood, but gerrymandering to 
produce integration has given 
Lane a high proportion of black 
students. 


When I went to Lane, it was 
supposed to be "Black Monday" 
— the final deadline, in other 
words, for meeting the "non- 
negotiable 
demands" of the 


school's handful of black mill - 
tants. The demands were not 
being met; but it was all as 
quiet as a May morning, no 


doubt because of the presence 
of no less than 75 uniformed 
police, both inside the school 
itself and on all the routes of 
success. 
The Lane story, it turned out, 
was classic. It began, as troub- 
les in the big-city high schools 
always do, with acute over- 
crowding. This led to double 
sessions and to the breakdown 
of discipline and even of se- 
curity that double sessions al- 
ways tend to cause. In this case, 
the breakdown of security was 
very grave. 


In a fairly short space of time 


there were over a dozen as- 
saults; and all were assaults 
on white teachers by black stu- 
dents. These culminated in an 
attack on still another teacher, 
Frank Siracusa, by three stu- 
dents acting in concert who cor- 
nered him in a stairwell. One 
held him. One sprayed him with 
something like lighter fluid. The 
third ignited his clothes. It was 
lucky (and Siracusa's assail- 
ants were alsolucky)that he es- 
caped without serious harm. 
The New York Teachers Union 


thereupon rather understanda - 
bly demanded police protection 
inside the school, and this was 
provided. Meanwhile, the school 
principal, Morton Selub, moved 
to restore the school to a sing- 
le session-schedule by the sim- 
ple expedient of dropping about 
700 persistent truants —absent 
30 days or more out of 50 — 
from Lane's enrollment. 


This supposedly tyrannical act 


led to much turmoil, including 
the "nonnegotiable demands" 
of the school's black militants. 
Certain 
concessions 
were 


made, but in the main the de- 
mands had to be 
rejected. 


Since then, Lane High School

has remained under siege, with 
something like 30 uniformed of- 
ficers regularly on duty. And 
the whites of the Cypress- 
Woodhaven Community Council 
have now begun to demonstrate 
in their turn, demanding that the 
lines of the school district be 
redrawn once again so that 
Lane will be mainly white. 


The point of telling this gris- 


ly story is quite simply, that 
there is nothing very exception- 
al about it, barring the Sira- 
cusa 
episode. 
Dr. Nathan 


Brown, the able assistant school 
superintendent 
of New York 


City, gave me the estimate 
that there were at least five 
other New York high schools 
in the same state as Lane High 
School. Ten more, he added, 
were also threatened with com- 
parable outbreaks of violence. 


These are all high schools 


with large Negro-Puerto Rican 
student populations. In other 
schools, 
where whites pre- 


dominate — most importantly in 
the nationally famous Bronx 
High School of Science — the 
SDS is also especially active. 
Here, "confrontations" in the 
best Columbia-Berkeley style 
may soon occur. 
There is plenty of tinder here 


to touch matches to, of course. 
The simplest proof that a good 
many of the matches are exter- 
nally supplied is the well-edit- 
ed, rather expensively printed 
High School Free Press. This 
highly 
obscene 
propaganda 


sheet, crammed with every kind 
of appeal to violence, now cir- 
culates widely throughout the 
New York high schools. It is 
certainly not the sort of publi- 
cation schoolboys 
and girls 


could either produce or finance. 
Such, then, is the present state 
of this city's school system, 
which was once the best that any 
American big city boasted. The 
decent, hard-working chairman 
of the school board, John Dear, 
hopes that "we'll be able to 
control it — but that means us- 
ing all the needed measures to 
meet this level of siege." One 
must pray Doar is right.

BLOOD is truly one of the 


most remarkable elements of 
the body. Constant new dis- 
coveries increase our knowl- 
edge of the blood and yet fail 
to uncover all the secrets that 
lie within it. Blood is com- 
posed of plasma in which red 
cells, white cells and platelets 


are suspended. 


The red cells 


have a most 
i m p o r t a n t 
f u n c t i o n in 
binding hemo- 
globin 
which 


plays a vital 
role of trans- 
porting o x y- 
g e n. Oxygen 
is probably the 
single 
m o s t 


important fac- 


tor in maintaining- life and 
good health in all the tissues 
of the body. 


One of the most significant 


functions of the white blood 
cells is to act as defenders 
when germs invade the body. 
An immediate call is made to 
the white blood cells to collect 
around the bacteria and keep 
infection well localized. An ab- 
scess which "comes to a head" 
on the skin or elsewhere on 
the body is due to the healthy 
formation 
of pus. This is 


formed by nature's 
defense 


mechanism that uses the white 
blood cells as front line de- 
fenders against such infection. 


Platelets play an important 


role in the complicated me- 
chanism of blood clotting. The 
science of hematology is prob- 
ably one of the most exact 
ones known to medicine. Dis- 
orders and abnormalities in 
the blood that produce anemia, 
leukemia, and a score of other 
blood diseases can be accur- 
ately determined and followed 
during active treatment to in- 
dicate improvement and con- 
trol. Too o f t e n people are 
tempted to make their own 
"home-made" diagnosis of ane- 
mia when actually It probably

does not exist. Only by blood 
study can this condition be de- 
termined and, if present, the 
type of treatment automatic- 
ally follows.

never be made by the patient. 
Specialists 
in

field of 


anesthesiology 
are 
now so 


highly trained that they cus- 
tom-choose the type of anes- 
thesia for each particular pa- 
tient and for the type of sur- 
gery involved. There are now 
new gases like halothanc 
which are replacing- or being 
used in conjunction with other 
gases. Nitrous oxide, ether, 
cyclopropane, and chloroform 
are still used for very special 
purposes with great efficiency 
and safety. 


As a surgeon I really be- 


lieve that a good anesthesi- 
ologist is one of the most im- 
portant members of the surgi- 
cal team. Today they are high- 
ly trained and not only do 
they 
prepare 
the 
patient 


emotionally but give great 
sustenance to the surgeon by 
their ability to increase the 
-safety of this part of surgery.

Still The Search Goes On 


General Eisenhower, revisiting the scene of the Normandy 
Invasion and graves of fallen American soldiers, declared with 
sincere emotion: “ This must never happen again.” But today as the 
train carries his body to Its last resting place on the Kansas plain 
American soldiers are still dying on foreign soil, and the end Is 
nowhere In sight. 


It must be plain to everyone by now that It la going to take 
something more than the sacrifices on Omaha Beach and the slopes 
of Iwo Jtnia, and of Chateau Thierry and the Argonne before that, 
and of Pork Chap HU1 and the A Shau Valley since to make sure 
that “ this will never happen again.” 


Very likely we can never he sure. But the question we must 
ask ourselves is; “ Are we doing everything we can to head off 
its happening again 7” Are we searching for new ways to peace? 
Or are we following In the old ruts? Are those of us who are not 
slogging through the sniper-Infested Vietnam jungle doing more 
than hoping for a quick victory there? 


Victory in Vietnam is not even a promise of temporary peace. 
The arm ies which General Elsenhower commanded on the sweep 
from the Normandy beaches to the Rhine, the Main and the Oder 
gained as complete a victory as could have been hoped for. But 
that has not meant that we can relax and turn our thoughts to 
peace alone. 


Korea and Vietnam and the threat In the Middle East have 
made it plain that massive armaments and possession of the hydro­ 
gen bomb have not enabled us to awe the world to peace. In this 
explosive world, we would be more than foolhardy to be without 
them. When all else falls we can turn to them as we did In Hitler’s 
day. But that is always at the risk of tremendous sacrifice. 


If long before that day we could have strong machinery of 
peace set up It might be different. That Is not an easy matter, 
as the long-dead League of Nations and the largely ineffective 
United Nations make plain. But that is the only approach that has 
brought order in the lesser affairs of men. It seems to offer the 
only chance.

WASHINGTON - The words of 
I wight 
D. Eisenhower which 
will longest lie rememt>ered 
« 
undoubtedly will be his Jan. 
17, 1961 warning to the Amer­ 
ican people to be wary of R 
military-Industrial alliance. 
How true his words were can 
l>e ascertained from a review 
of the (acts, most of them hith­ 
erto unknown, regarding the 
antt-ballistic missile system 
and how it was first okayed 
by the White House* 
It first got the green light 
from President Johnson in 1967 
when he had received rosy intel­ 
ligence reports about an early 
end of the war in Vietnam and 
began looking ahead tothepost­ 
war problems that would follow 
dismantling the Vietnam war 
machine. His advisers warned 
that 
the 
w eap o n s industry 
couldn't be permitted to slow 
down too abruptly without en­ 
dangering our military-indus­ 
trial base. 
This was Johnson's frame of 
mind when the Pentagon t>egan 
making its strongest push for 
the ABM system. The generals 
brought him pictorial evidence 
that the Russians were going a- 
head with ABM construction, 
argued that the United States 
must keep pace. Congressmen 
who6e 
constituencies 
would 
benefit from ABM contracts 
added to the pressure. 
The anticipation of a postwar 
slump was a big factor in sway­ 
ing the President. He felt that 
the ABM system, which would 
bring new business to as many 
as 3,000 firm s, would take up the 
expected economic slack in the 
vital electronic-m issile indus­ 
try. 
He was mindful too that 1968 
was a political year and that a 
favorable decision might also 
bring in some campaign contri­ 
butions from grateful contract­ 
ors. 
L B J announced the ABM pro­ 
gram in his January 1968 bud­ 
get message. A few says later, 
the Tet offensive shattered opti­ 
mism over an early, triumph­ 
ant mop-up of the Vietnam fight­ 
ing.

Minuteman intercon­ 
tinental m issile* for later laun­ 
ching. Why not fire the Minute- 
men as soon as the enemy on­ 
slaught is detected, rather than 
fire Intermediary m issiles so 
that the Mtnutemen could be 
launched later .’There was more 
hemming and hawtng. 
But the $64,000 question is 
whether the ABM system is 
really needed for defense or as 
a sop to the military-Indus­ 
trial complex whose appetite 
for defense dollars is never 
stated. Already, 22,000 of the 
nation’s 
largest manufactur­ 
ers are major defense con­ 
tractors. 
Another 
100,000 
firms contribute through sub­ 
contracts to the nation's weap - 
nry. Together, they employ 10 
per cent of the nation's work 
force. 
This comprises a lobby which 
wields tremendous political po­ 
wer, 
particularly in the con­ 
gressional districts where the 
defense plants are located. Even 
the most economy-minded Con­ 
gressmen are seldom against 
federal spending in their own 
constituencies. 
They should remember, how­ 
ever, Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
last words as President: 
“This conjunction of an im ­ 
mense military establishment 
and a large arms Industry is 
new in American experience. 
(Its) total influence, economic, 
political, even spiritual, is felt 
in every city, statehouse, every 
office in the federal govern­ 
ment.”

CHANGING THE EXCUSES 
From the first, the advocates 
had trouble justifying the ABM 
system. F irst, they claimed a 
“ thin 
line” of 
anti-ballistic 
m issiles was needed to defend 
the country against an irration­ 
al attack from Communist Chi­ 
na. They began construction, 
however, on a site in Massach­ 
usetts, a state located in a cor­ 
ner of the USA least threaten­ 
ed by the Red Chinese. 
The ABM advocates, hastily 
backpedaling, 
next 
explained 
that the sites were necessary 
to protect our cities not only 
from the Chinese but from the 
Russians. While acknowledging 
that a “ thin line” could not 
stop a missile bombardment 
from the Soviet Union, they 
suggested it could knock down 
misfired m issiles that might 
accidentally drop upon a city. 
There was an outcry from the 
cities, 
however, whose re si­ 
dents 
seemed more concern­ 
ed that an ABM missile might 
backfire than that a Soviet m is­ 
sile would misfire. They fear­ 
ed that the short-range Sprint 
m issiles, in particular, would 
intercept 
incoming warheads 
too close to the cities and con­ 
tribute 
to the destruction they 
were supposed to prevent. 
Once 
again, 
the 
advocates 
abruptly backpedaled and start - 
ed back around the mulberry 
bush. Now, they said, the ABM 
sites were needed not to pro­ 
tect population centers but to

NEW YORK — “ More drugs, 
less violence; less drugs, more 
violence; that’s about the size

The fairly hair-raising equa­ 
tion was quietly offered by one 
of this city’s most humanely 
wise school 
superintendents, 
Elliott Shapiro. It was, in fact, 
his explanation of the relative 
calm at Hughes High School, in 
Lower Manhattan, where more 
than 
40% of 
students 
have 
reached 
the stage of heroin 
use, or at least of heroin ex­ 
periments. 
The terrifying increase in hard 
drug 
use 
in 
the New York 
schools (which merely predict 
the future in other big-city 
schools) is in truth only one 
side of the medal. The medal’s 
other side is the steady in­ 
crease of violence, born of 
racial tension. The violence is 
rather clearly stimulated and 
even orchestrated by external 
organizations like the Students 
for a Democratic Society and 
the Maoist-leaning Afro-Amer­ 
ican Teachers’ Assn. 
Here, a good case in point is 
Franklin K. Lane High School 
on the Brooklyn-Queens bord­ 
er. Lane’s huge and handsome 
building is the focal point of 
a white middle-class neighbor­ 
hood, but gerrymandering to 
produce integration has given 
Lane a high proportion of black 
students. 
When I went to Lane, it was 
supposed to be “ Black Monday” 
— the final deadline, in other 
words, for meeting the “ non- 
negotiable 
demands” of 
the 
school’s handful of black mili - 
tants. The demands were not 
being met; but it was all as 
quiet as a May morning, no 


doubt because of the presence 
of no less than 75 uniformed 
police, both inside the school 
itself and on all the routes of 
success. 
The Lane story, it turned out, 
was classic. It began, as troub­ 
les in the big-city high schools 
always do, 
with acute over­ 
crowding. This led to double 
sessions and to the breakdown 
of discipline and even of s e ­ 
curity that double sessions a l­ 
ways tend to cause. In this case, 
the breakdown of security was 
very grave. 
In a fairly short space of time 
there were over a dozen a s­ 
saults; and all were assaults 
on white teachers by black stu­ 
dents. These culminated in an 
attack on still another teacher, 
Frank Siracusa, by three stu­ 
dents acting in concert who cor­ 
nered him in a stairwell. One 
held him. One sprayed him with 
something like lighter fluid. The 
third ignited his clothes. It was 
lucky (and Siracusa’s 
assail­ 
ants were also lucky) that he e s ­ 
caped without serious harm. 
The New York Teachers Union 
thereupon rather understanda - 
bly demanded police protection 
inside the school, and this was 
provided. Meanwhile, the school 
principal, Morton Selub, moved 
to restore the school to a sing­ 
le session-schedule by the sim ­ 
ple expedient of dropping about 
700 persistent truants —absent 
30 days or more out of 50 — 
from Lane’s enrollment. 
This supposedly tyrannical act 
led to much turmoil, including 
the “ nonnegotiable demands” 
of the school’s black militants.

concessions 
were 
made, but in the main the de­ 
mands had to be rejected.

has remained under siege, with 
something like 30 uniformed of­ 
ficers regularly on duty. And 
the whites 
of 
the 
Cypress- 
Woodhaven Community Council 
have now begun to demonstrate 
in their turn, demanding that the 
lines of the school district be 
redrawn once again so that 
Lane will be mainly white. 
The point of telling this gris­ 
ly story is quite simply, that 
there is nothing very exception­ 
al about it, barring the Sira­ 
cusa 
episode. 
Dr. 
Nathan 
Brown, the able assistant school 
superintendent 
of 
New York 
City, 
gave me the estimate 
that there were at least five 
other New York high schools 
in the same state as Lane High 
School. Ten more, he added, 
were also threatened with com­ 
parable outbreaks of violence. 
These are all high schools 
with large Negro-Puerto Rican 
student populations. In other 
schools, 
where whites pre­ 
dominate — most importantly In 
the nationally famous Bronx 
High School of Science — the 
SDS is also especially active. 
Here, “ confrontations” in the 
best Columbia-Berkeley style 
may soon occur. 
There is plenty of tinder here 
to touch matches to, of course. 
The simplest proof that a good 
many of the matches are exter­ 
nally supplied is the well-edit­ 
ed, rather expensively printed 
High School Free P ress. This 
highly 
obscene 
propaganda 
sheet, crammed with every kind 
of appeal to violence, now c ir ­ 
culates widely throughout the 
New York 
high schools. It is 
certainly not the sort of publi­ 
cation schoolboys 
and girls 
could either produce or finance. 
Such, then, is the present state 
of this city’s school system, 
which was once the best that any 
American big city boasted. The 
decent, hard-working chairman 
of the school board, John Doar, 
hopes that “we’ll be able to 
control it — but that means us­ 
ing all the needed measures to 
meet this level of siege.”

the platform with Mao as the 
congress opened. Other offi« 
cials on the platform included 
Premier Chou En.lai, Deputy 
Premier Liu Po-cheng,

Po»ta, a central eommitteman 
who was chief of Mao's purge, 
and two influential Politburo 
members, Kang Shen and Tung 
P i-wu. 


This is the ninth congress. It 


was repeatedly delayed because 
of the convulsions of the Prole- 
tarian revolution, or purge, that 
Mao began in 1966.
